PETROGRAD, June 26.—The 
ministry of the interior has sub- 
mitted to the provisional govern- 
ment a bill establishing freedom of 
conscience, in which it is proclaimed 
that possession of civil and political 
rights no longer depends on reli- 
gion.

At Troitsk, a Siberian town of 40,000 
population, not far from the boundary 
pyramid, which is carved ,with the 
words “ Europe” ‘and “ Asia,” 400 are 
reported dead from excesses following 
brandy looting. - 
Looters Run Riot. 

At Tomsk, a city of 112,000 popula- 
tion, the headquarters of the gold min- 
ing district and seat of the only Siberian 
university, mineral works were plun- 
dered and banks looted. 

Twenty-three hundred prisoners were 

freed by the people and joined in the 
looting. ‘Twenty were killed when the 
military tried to arrest the looters.

GOTHENBURG, Sweden, June 2%.— 
Several persons were killed in the re- 
cent hunger riots in Stettin, according 
to the newspaper Tijd.

The riots began June 18. The mob 
was composed largely of women, al- 
though some men took part in the dis- 
orders.

Washington, D. C., June 26.—The 
administration food control bill passed 
by the house was rewritten today 
by a senate agriculture subcommittee 
so as to give President Wilson the 
power and responsibility of deciding 
whether the ration shall be “bone 
dry” during the war.

BARS USE OF FOODSTUFFS.

The president is authorized to com- 
mandeer all or part of the distilled 
spirits now in bond, upon payment of 
a reasonable and just price to dis- 
tillers, for redistillatiqn into alcohol for 
war, industrial, or other nonbeverage

STOCKHOLM, June 26.—Before the 
workingmeén’s and soldiers’ congress, 
sitting in Petrograd, M. Kerensky, man 
of the hour in Russia, has made anoth- 
er one of those marvelous demonstra- 
tions by which he so often pulls a des- 
perate situation together. 
He gave blow for blow, turned gatire 
as a weapon against the satirist, and 
swept what two minutes before had been 
a hostile assemblage to such a storm of 
cheering that his words were lost fe 
the tumult. 
Again he employed his favorite weap- 
on—candor uttered with ferocity—and he 
triumphed. 


Appears as Former Rebel. 
Coming before the congress, as he said, 
not as a ck&binet minister but as an old 
revolutionist who had suffered for the 
faith, he demanded support for weerty 
policies, saying: 

“ Avoid chaos, for from it can come 
only a dictator. But I am not he, 
though many wish to make me such.” 
He .defended -his repressive policies 
which are directed against the move- 
ments for an immediate autonomy in 
Finland and the Ukraine, on the ground 
that this was a question which the pro- 
visional government had no right to 
settle and which must be decided in the 
impending constitutional assembly. 


Fight Only with Truth. 

He went on to declare that he was no 
enemy to discussion, saying, “ I. always 
have been for the right of free speech,” 
whereat a member of the radical Bol- 
schaviki group shouted ironically, 
“ Thanks, very much.” 

M. Kerensky caught up those words 
and said, “‘I am not saying that to get 
your thanks, but to get you into the 
habit of fighting honest men only with 
the truth."’

It 
will not be passive anarchy, as in Rus- 
sia, but violent anarchy.” 


Law of Land Suspended. 

MADRID, June 26.—The government 
yesterday decided to suspend the con- 
stitutional guarantees. Premier Dato 
went to the palace to obtain the king’s 
signature to the decree authorizing the 
suspension.

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THE BONE DRY BILL. 

‘ The, effort to pas# bone dry legislation may 
perhaps be taken as typical of the war attitude 
that seems t6 pervade official Washington. This 
attitude is much less concerned with our main 
business—getting men into the fiel€—than with 
reforming our moral habits, The reformers are 
using the war as an excuse to put their ideas into 
operation, and their lobby is working overtime to 
devise restraints for erring human beings. 
To make people good by prohibitory laws is 
always a sorry business. Blue laws are usually 
pad because they minke everybody blue. We are 
likely to be blue enough béfore the war is over 
without being forced into a strait laced regimen 
in the bargain. ~ 
We believe that war conditions make it necés- 
sary to impose certain liquor régulations. We 
think stricter regulation would be- advisable even 
in times of peace. The sale of whisky and dis- 
tilled spirits should be drastically limited, if not 
prohibited. Probably some restrictions should be 
placed on the manufacture and sale of beer and 
light wines. But we believe it fs a mistake to 
issue an abrupt flat: “There shall, be no more 
cakés and aié.” 
If congress passes the law our latitudinarians 
will find some means of avoiding it; the rich will 
stock up in advance and the poor will resort to 
the rotten product of private stills. National pro- 
hibition means the elimination of beer and light 
wines and the consumption of distilled liquors. 
Distified liquors are the real foe of mankind. 
Whisky is the t argument for prohibition. But 
prohibition is likély to promote the use of whisky. 
War prohibition in Eufope has not extended to 
drinks of small alcoholic content. In spite of the 
food shortage the Germans still manufacture beer. 
If congress can devise means of preventing the 
sale and use of distilled spirits without interfering 
with beer and light wines, it will do the country a 
real service. We shall have made a step forward 
in solving the Hquor problem. : 
There is a fallacy among those of reforming 
mind that war is @ proper time for all sorts of 
radical reforms. The opposite is true. Radical 
measures are nécessary in many directions, but 
they should not be resorted to unless they are 
necessary. War calls for a maximum of éffort, 
and for that purpose.violent changes in condition 
should be kept at a minimum. The benefits to be 
expected from a check upon the abuse of alcohol 
ought not to be counteracted by the ill effects 
certain to flow from violent readjustments, ,eco- 
nomfc and social. The country fs undergoing a 
severe experience, and must brace itself for more.

LOHE, whose betrothal to Arch- 
duke Maximilian, only brother of 
Emperor Charlies, has just been 
reported from Vienna, is a sister of that 
Prince Alfred Hohenlohe who after be- 
fing interned at the beginning of the 
war at Montreal, where he was attached 
to the Austrian consulate, was released 
through the personal intervention of the 
Duke of Connaught and joined the staff 
of the embassy of the dual empire at 
Washington. There he married Miss 
Catherine Britton of that city and was 
then transferred to the consulate at San 
Francisco, until compelled to leave the 
United States, with Count Tarnowski 
and all the other Austro-Hungarian dip- 
lomatic and consular officials in Amer- 
ica, after the final break between Wash- 
ington and Vienna. ’

There can be no difficulties about the 
marriage of the princess apd the afrch- 
duke as there were in the case of that 
ef her brother Alfred and Miss Britton 
on the score of difference in rank. For 
the Hohenlohes are one of the media- 
tized or formerly petty sovereign houses 
of central Europe who still retain a 
number of sovereign prerogatives, among 
others that of bestowing a duly recog- 
nizea order of knighthood, namely, the 
Order of the Phenix, founded in 1757, 
and, further, the right of mating on a 
footing of perfect equality with the 
members of the now reigning dynasties 
of Europe. 
Thus, Prince Ernest of Hohenlohe- 
Langenberg. the head of the entire clan 
of Hohenlohe, has as consort Princess 
Alexandra of Great Britain, grand- 
daughter of Queen Victoria, and daugh- 
ter of King Edward's sailor brother, 
Alfred Duke of Edinburgh, who died 
as sovereign duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. 
Then there is Prince John of Hohen- 
johe-Bartenstein, who is married to. 
Archduchess Anne of Austria-Hungary, 
daughter of the late Archduke Ferdi- 
nand, who was also the last reigning 
grandduke of Tuscany. Prince Godfrey 
Hohenlohe-Schillingfurst, Austro-Hun- 
garian ambassador at Bertin, ts the hus- 
band of Archduchess Marie Henriette, 
daughter of Archduke Frederick, who 
until the accession of Emperor Charles 
was the commander in chief of all the 
military and naval forces of the dual 
empire.

In the same way that there ts a strong 
analogy between the glare of electric 
light and the glare of the colors on 
modern escutcheons, so, too, is there a 
certain sympathy between the softmess 
of the light of wax candles and the soft- 
ness of tone of ancient armorial bear- 
ings, the hues of which have been mel- 
lowed by age.

Prince Conrad of Hohenlohe, former 
governor of Trieste well as former 
minister of the Int r and former

advisers, independent of parliamentary 
considerations. 

It is particularly appropriate that 
Prince Conrad Hohenlohe should hold 
this offican For his father, the late 
Prince Constantine Hohenlohe, a boy- 
“ood friend of Emperor Francis Joseph, 
and almost, so to speak, brought up with 
him, occupied for over forty years the 
position now held in the new reign by 
his son. '
